Did Jesus Have Brothers? 


“Did Jesus have any brothers or sisters?” This is a frequent | 
question asked by listeners on “The Pastor’s Study,” a radio pro- | 
gram of the Christian Council. 

This sermon is one of a series which will appear in the Mon- 
day Morning Pulpit,*each of which will reply to a similar actual 
question taken from those on “The Pastor's Study.” The Reverend 
Brokhoff preached this sermon under the title, “The Truth About 
Mary,” at the Lutheran Church of the Redeemer. However, in it 
ig an answer to the question concerning the brothers and sisters of 
Jesus. 

“The Pastor's Study,” where a pastor talks with listeners about 
their questions, can be heard every Tuesday and Thursday at 
17:30 p. m. over radio station WSB.

Did Jesus have any brothers or sisters? 


The scriptural view is that Jesus was the first child. Later 
oe and Mary had other children. The sixth chapter of Mark. 
gins:

“And when the sabbath day was come, he began to teach in the Pe 
synagogue: and many hearing him were astonished, saying, From gage 


whence hath this man these things? and what wisdom is this which 
is given unto him, that even such mighty works are wrought by 
his hands? 


“Is not this the carpenter, the son of Mary, the brother of James, 
Joses, and of Juda, and Simon? and are not his sisters here 
with us? And they were offended at him.” | 


_ The question arises how then can one claim 
Jesus had no brothers or sisters? 


| The answer given is the word “brother” should 
EF be translated “cousin.” The claim is that the 
“brothers” were very closely related to Jesus and 
m could be known as “brother” who were really 
- cousins. If this is accepted, the question still re- 
mains concerning the word “sisters.” Surely that 

- could not be translated “cousin” also. t 


The human Mary is the picture we secure from 

the Bible. When we study the place of Mary in 
relation to Jesus, we find that as Jesus grew closer 
to God, the farther apart he was from his mother. 
At age 12 the process began. 


Rev. J. R. Brokhoff 
Jesus was lost, and finally his parents found him 
in the temple. His mother asked why he had done this to them for 
they sought him for three days. Jesus answered, “How it is ye 
sought me? Wist ye not that I must be about my Father’s business?” 
The Record says immediately that she and Joseph did not understand 
what he meant. 


At another time, the distance between mother and son can be 
seen. Mary at the wedding at Cana tells Jesus they have no wine. 
Whereupon he asks her almost in rebuke: ‘Woman, what have I to 
do with thee? Mine hour is not yet come.” 


Jesus was trying to get his mother to see that she had no right 
to ask him to reveal his glory at that time by a miracle, for his hour 
to be revealed as God’s Son was not ripe. 


There was a time when Jesus’ family, including his mother, did 
not understand the sayings of Jesus. They were radical. He was 
causing a commotion among the people. It looked as though he was 
a rabble-rouser. 


Explaining to their friends that Jesus was “beside himself,” they 
go for him. His disciples tell Jesus that his mather, brothers and 
Sisters want him. Jesus then turns to the people and asks: “Who is 
my mother... ?” 


- Pointing to the people, he says: “Behold my mother and my 
brethren! For whosoever shall do the will of my Father ... the 
same is my brother .. .” 


At another time, Jesus emphasized the new relationship with his 
family when a woman cried, “Blessed is the womb that bare thee .. .” 
Jesus retorted: “Yea rather, blessed are they that hear the word of 
God and keep it.” 


Mary was a pure woman. She kept her body unspotted from the 
world. Therefore she was a fit vessel to be the mother of the holy 
Jesus. She did not know a man before Jesus came. She was chaste 
and pure. , 

How well she serves as an example for all young women of today 
to keep themselves pure for the sacred office of motherhood! We 
need to hear more about Mary in a generation like ours when more 
than a hundred-thousand illegitimate babies are born in America 
anhually, half of them to girls under 16. 

She had the. humility and obedience which Christians need to 
emulate. When Gabriel announced she was to be the mother of God's 
son, she simply said, “Be it done unto me according to thy word.” 
There was no protest. There was no excuse. 


Whatever would result, she submitted to the will of God. It 
reminds one of Jesus’ statement in Gethsemane, “Not my will but 
thine be done.” Where did you think he learned to say that? It must 
have been, at least in part, in the influence of his godly mother. 


You have a right to ask now, “What is your authority for saying 
Mary was only a human being?” It is a good question and needs to 
be answered. Protestants go to the Bible as the ultimate and final 
authority on what to believe. The question every man faces today is: 
“Shall I accept the Bible or the church as my source of spiritual 


- truth?” The Protestant answers, “The Bible and the Bible alone.” 


Though Protestants hold Mary to be only a human, they have 
the highest regard for her. They say with fervor the words of Eliza- 
beth about Mary: “Blessed art thou among women.” Protestants 
respect and admire her as the mother of Jesus. In fact, it is right to. 
say she is the greatest woman, the greatest mother ever to live. Her 
glory, however, is just the reflection of the glory of her Son.

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Tatinall State Prison Stresses Rehabilitation 


By KEELER McCARTNEY 

Tattnall State Prison near 
Reidsville could well be called 
Georgia's capital of rehabilitation. 

It is a 4,300-acre community 
where more than 1,300 men and 
women learn to live and work 
together in harmony. They exer- 
cise the privileges of a citizen 
anywhere except the right 
to vote or take an impromptu 
vacation. 

On first seeing Tattnall, the 
visitor marvels at the cleanliness 
of tall administration buildings 
and dormitories bathed in the 
warm South Georgia sun. He finds 
the barracks, mess halls, the 
kitchens and even the grounds 
comparable to a well-kept mili- 
tary post. 

Guards mingling with prisoners 
inside the prison yards carry short 
“walking sticks.” The visitor sees 
no guns nor blackjacks. Armed 
guards are posted along hidden 
wall turrets that give them com- 
mand over every corridor and 
nook and corner of Tattnall. 

Warden R. P. Balkcom planned 
it that way to remove as far as 
possible the usual prison atmos- 
phere. 

There is nothing at the State 
Prison to remind a visitor of the 
once notorious “chain gang.” In-

Italian Red

ROME, Jan. 28—The Commu- 


nist-inspired “Partisians of Peace’ 
who spearhead Moscow’s attempt 
to sabotage the North Atlantic 
Pact were accused of betraying 
their country in a speech that 
Premier Alcide de Gasperi de- 
livered Sunday at the conclusion 
in Rome of a congress held by the 
Christian Democratic youth move- 
ment. 

“Partisians of Peace?” he snorted. 
“They are partisians of invasion— 
they are partisians of disintegra- 
tion—they are enemies of demo- 
cratic Italy and of her independ- 
ence.” 

The occasion for de Gasperi's 
outburst was afforded by the re- 
fusal of some army reservists, in- 
fluenced by the Partisans of Peace 
to hold themselves at the disposal 


of military authorities in case of) 


mobilization. 

According to army authorities, 
only “some tens” of reservists as- 
sumed this attitude. Carabinieri 
were instructed to serve the no- 
tification again on al] who had 
refused to accept them. 

Anyone who rejects them again 
will immediately be recalled to 
the colors and will be subject to 
a court-martial if he refuses to 
obey. 

The attempt of Communists, 
through the Partisans of Peace, to 
undermine Italy’s will to resist, 
said de Gasperi, is equivalent to 
“denying Italy the right to have 
an army even within the modest 
limits permitted by the peace 
treaty.” 

It is tagtamount to “denying our 


country the right to defend her- 


self if attacked,” he said. 
The Premier continued: 


“All of us want peace, and even | 


our modest defense measures are 
designed to secure peace. To those 
who speak of Christianity I reply 
that the duty of defending oneself 
is Christian and sacred.

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Now, How About Food Prices? 


The administrators of the Economic 
Stabilization Agency have done what they 
could, under the law, to bring to an end 
the dangerous spiral of inflation. 

It will not be enough. 

Many foods were omitted from the gen- 
eral price and wage freeze announced last 
Friday night. That is because the Defense 
Production Act, passed by Congress last 
Summer after the Korean fighting started, 
specifically prohibits price controls on farm 
products at levels lower than those pre- 
vailing in June of last year, or parity, 
whichever is higher. 

Though the housewife would ‘never 
know it, some farm products still are sell- 
ing at levels below parity. Parity, inci- 
dentally, is a price designed to give the 
farmer the same buying power he had in 
the period 1909-1914. 

Food price increases account for a large 
portion of the higher cost of ’iving in re- 
cent months. People can do without many 
commodities which have skyrocketed in 
price, but food, obviously, is necessary. 

It is acommentary on the political pres- 
sures at work that an essential like food, 
which is also one of the chief offenders in 


the rising cost of living, should be pro- — 


tected from effective price control.

The Plan 
Goes to the Assembly 


Bills putting into effect the Plan of Im- 
oom for the metropolitan area will 
be introduced in the General Assembly 

today by the Fulton and DeKalb delega- 
tions. 

The Plan provides simply for dis- 
entangling the overlapping functions of 
the County and City governments. It 
gives to the City of Atlanta the functions 
normally carried on by municipalities in 
Georgia, and to Fulton County the func- 
tions that by custom belong to county 
governments. 

It will, in the long run, save the tax- 

ayers money. It was worked out by a 

cal Government Commission, authorized 
by the General Assembly, after months 
of study. 

Enemies of the Plan are attempting 
to frighten firemen and policemen by say- 
ing many of them will lose their jobs. As 
a matter of fact, more firemen and police- 
men will be required to furnish adequate 
protection to new areas. 

Despite the care with which the Plan 
‘Was prepared and the fact that objections 
eagerly were sought while it was in 
preparation and being debated before the 
people, there even yet is opposition. Cer- 
tain of the County Commissioners, who at 
least by implication agreed to the Plan, 
have been attempting to sabotage it. In 
doing so, they have disregarded the will 
of the people as expressed in two elec- 
tions. The first was in the June 28 pri- 
mary last year and the second was in the 
general election in November. 

Key legislators can expect to be ap- 
proached, if they have not already been, 
by those interested in killing vital phases 
of the Plan in the General Assembly. 
Ordinarily, unanimity of the delegations 
from the affected areas is sufficient to in- 
sure passage of local bills and we hope 
it will be the same with the Plan of Im- 
provement. But, in any case, legislators 
who may be asked to appose the measures 
ought to consider’ the two decisive votes of 
the people in the area. They also ought 
to recall that those now nipping at the 
Plan in the manner of a frustrated feist 
puppy had their chance to speak up but 
remained silent. Their efforts to kill the 
Plan did not come into bloom until after 
the people had voted the first time in 
favor of it. And even after the second 
vote their opposition did not cease.

The first step 
in unwinding the maze is for Congress to 
make effective control possible.

What To Do 
With Legislature? 


What shall we do with the Georgia Legis-» 


lature? Two constitutional amendments and 


one bill have been introduced thus far to change 


either the pay, the meeting times, or the terms of the solons. 


The one purpose of all three proposals is to improve the General 
Assembly. Which, if any, of these proposals will be approved 
by the Legislature remains to be seen. 

The first bill introduced would merely raise the pay of the 
solons by granting them an additional $5 a day subsistence. They 
now get $10 a day in salary and $5 a day subsistence for a total 
of $15 a day. The new plan would give them $20 a day. Auth6rs 
contend that a legislator needs this amount to live in Atlanta 
hotels, eat and travel in Atlanta, while maintaining a home and 
losing time from his own business in his own county. Other legis- 
lators are reluctant to vote for a pay raise bill on the belief that 
it is bad politics. The bill, if passed, wouldn’t apply to the 
present legislators, but to their successors. A 70-day session 
would cost an additional $90,650 for the 259 members. 


: The Legislature is supposed to meet 
Annual Meetings biennially for 70 days. Several years 
ago, it felt it could do a better job of watching State affairs if it 
met 45 days the first year and saved back 25 days for the second 
year of its term. Thus, it really has been holding annual sessions 
for\several years. Speaker Fred Hand and legislative leaders are 
pushing to do so again this time. Governors and some statehouse 
leaders are not enthusiastic over these annual sessions ®With solons 
peering over their shoulders constantly, but it’s good for 
democracy. 

So now an amendment is in the General Assembly calling for 
annual 40-day meetings of the Legislature. This writes into law 
just about what the solons have been doing. It also would put 
them on an annual salary of $1,200 plus subsistence, instead of 
a daily salary. The present 70-day biennial salary is $700 plus 
$350 subsistence, or a total of $1,050. The authors don’t say 
whether the subsistence in the new plan would be $5 per day 
or $350 per year as it is under the present plan. The idea of 
the annual salary is this: Legislators naturally do a lot of work 
between sessions for which they receive no pay, such as bringing 
local groups to Atlanta seeking roads, school aid, etc. If special 
sessions were held, they wouldn’t be ‘paid extra under the annual 
salary system. 

If this plan were adopted, it would take care of the first*bill 
calling for a $5 a day increase in subsistence. 


Longer Term? Now, the most recent plans is to provide 

four-year terms for the members of the 
General Assembly. Forty-seven of the 205 members of the House 
signed this constitutional amendment. They point out that it 
takes some time for a freshman legislator to find out what’s 
going on in the General Assembly—to catch on to the procedure, 
to get acquainted with his 258 colleagues and, in short, to get to 
“know the ropes.” By the time he catches on sufficiently to 
begin to have any influence, his term is up and more new men 
come in. 

With this parade of new men grappling for information, it is 
easier for an administration to push through its own bills. It is 
easier for lobbyists to influence them, before they know they are 
being influenced. If a solon had a four-year term, he could 
remain in the General Assembly long enough to use his knowledge 
and influence after it had been acquired, sponsors say. They also 
believe it would be helpful to have a General Assembly elected 
at the same time and for the same period of service as the Gov- 
ernor. Opponents say it is better to keep the lawmakers coming 
back before the people more frequently. The people will re-elect 
good men and they can build up seniority, they contend. 

Those are the three plans which have been submitted to the 
General Assembly for consideration on the improvement of the 
General Assembly. With the present General Assembly con- 
taining more new men than any Georgia Legislature in years, 
it will be interesting to see which, if any, of these plans are 
approved.

The Best and Only Chance for Peace 


WASHINGTON—The chance of peace, now ever-diminishing, entirely depends upon willing- 


ness to face facts. 


The first fact to face is that in going all-out to rebuild the defenses of the 


Western world, the United States and its allies are doing now what ought to have been done 


two years ago. 
this Western rearmament, 


The nature and possible mctives of the Soviet 


-Union’s extensive preparations for new aggres- 


sions in Europe and Asia have been examined 


in a previous report. Two points stand out from gg 


the broad pattern of menace. 


First, although Asia is now the most 
acutely inflamed area, the real danger is 
in Europe. Even if no settlement is reached 
in Korea, even if Indochina falls to the Chi- 
nese Communists, it will still be possible to 
avoid a third world war. But if the Kremlin 
moves in Europe, either a third world war, 
or a total surrender to Soviet imperialism, 
will then become inevitable. 

Second, this danger has not been created 
by American hostility to the Chinese Com- 
munists, however “unw'se” this may seem 
in London, or by the plan to arm the West- 
ern Germans, however “provocative” this 
may seem in Paris. The real source of the 
danger is jn no way local. It is the general 
impulse of the Western allies to rebuild their 
strength needed, in order to defend their 
independence against Soviet imperialism. 


The evidence for this conclusion is plain 
enough. The new Soviet military dispositions in 
Europe do not chiefly threaten West Germany, 
or France, or Britain. As of today, the Soviet 
Union’s intended first victim in Europe appears 
to be Yugoslavia—a nation innocent of any re- 
sponsibility in China or Germany, but a nation 
so placed strategically that the fall of Belgrade 
will effectively defeat the purpose of the whole 
Western rearmament effort. 

Indeed, the real motive of the Kremlin’s agi- 
tation of the Chinese question in London and of 
the German question in Paris, is most probably 
to prepare for an attack on Yugoslavia by split- 
ting the Western alliance. No more glittering 
politico-military coup can be imagined. With 
the Western allies split, Yugoslavia can be at- 
tacked, and Greece can later be overrun with 
perfect impunity. 

At one stroke, the Yugoslav and Greek armies 
will be destroyed and the Turkish army will be 
neutralized—thus taking out of action the 
largest military forces now facing the Red Army 
in the West. The Middle East, already a mush, 
will be made ready to scoop up. In the ensuing 
general panic, the unstable French and Italian 
governments can easily be replaced by “neu- 
tralistic’ regimes. The Mediterranean, with its 
invaluable airbases, will be denied to the remain- 
ing nations who choose to resist further Kremlin 
aggressions. And, in effect, a third world war 
will be lost without ever having been fought. 

No one can say, of course, whether the mili- 
tary dispositions that suggest an intention to 
attack Yugoslavia really mean anything of the 
sort. Equally, no one can be sure these disposi-

tions will not be changed overnight. But for 


the present at least, 
the seeming ¢cheice of Yugoslavia as the intended 
victim in Europe, which it is highly unwise to 
overlook, 

In brief, the new Soviet military dispositions, 
besides seeming to mean danger for Yugoslavia, 
also seem to mean that the Kremlin wishes to 
avoid any frontal onslaught, on West Germany 
for instance, such as would automatically bring 
on a general war. To be sure, the Kremlin has 
also taken measures to be ready to move the 35 
divisions in East Germany and Poland. But 
these improvements of road and rail lines, accu- 
mulations of military dumps in forward areas 
and programs. of airfield construction, are not 
on a great scale and have not been accom- 
panied by any large build-up of forces. The 
conclusion is reasonable that these measures are 
precautionary, and that this is not a planned 
main axis of attack. 


The shrewd attempts to split and paralyze 
the Western allies, plus the seeming wish to 
avoid any frontal onslaught, in turn imply 
another vital fact. Despite the vast Soviet 
preponderance in all ordinary forms of mili- 
tary power, despite the fact that Western 
rearmament now threatens the whole pro- 
gram of Soviet imperialism, the Kremlin 
still appears desirous of keeping out of any 
general war. This can only mean that the 
great deterrent in the hands of the Western 


allies—the American atomic stockpile—still 
retains powerful influence. 


The trduble today, however, is that this deter- 
rent is not being used to the full. Certain flank 
moves, such as a move against Yugoslavia, offer 
the Kremlin the equivalent of victory in a third 
world war. These flank moves involve a risk 
cf war, but they emphatically do not involve a 
certainty of war. The risk can be minimized 
by promoting dissension among the Western 
allies and in other ways. That is what the 
Kremlin is doing now. The result is a situation 
which more and more constitutes an open invi- 
tation to a Soviet move in Europe, just as our 
past follies constituted an open invitation to the 
move in Korea. 


But it will be very different if the invitation 
is withdrawn, and the masters of the Kremlin 
are made to feel quite sure that their country 
will be reduced to a submedieval level within a 
few weeks after any new aggression. To im- 
press that conviction on the masters of the 
Kremlin, to do it soon and do it firmly, and 
thus to gain time to complete Western rearma- 
ment, is now the best and perhaps the only 
chance of peace.

URBANITES MOVE TO COUNTRY 


Youngsters Find Rural Life 
Wonderfully Free of Strains 


Editor’s Note: This is the last of two articles dealing with 
country living, its advantages for both adults and children, and 
the things that must be considered before making the change 


from city to country life. 


By BETSY LOCHRIDGE 


Take two boys, 34 acres, a couple of dogs, trails to hike on and 
a lake to swim in, and you havesa memory that is dear to the hearts 
of many a city dweller, the kind of memory that many believe is 
the one sure defense a youngster can have against the complexities 


and frustrations of modern life. 


It is such a memory that Mr. 
and Mrs. Allen Palmer decided 
to give their boys. Dana and 
Allen, Jr., when they moved 
from their city apartment to the 
country. 

The Palmers believe that 
country living has every ad- 
vantage, and no disadvantages 
as far as children are con- 
cerned. And the Palmer’s sons, 
who are seven and nine years 
old, agree wholeheartedly. 


They don’t have to worry 
about annoying the neighbors. 
They can make as much noise 
as they please. They enjoy 
their privacy, their freedom 
to do as they please and to be 
themselves. They don’t have 
to conform to an exaggerated 
degree, but are free to develop 
their individuality. They are 
learning to be _ self-reliant, 
and to depend on their own 
inner resources. 


Although they don’t have 
gangs to play with, as city chil- 
dren do, they are never lonely. 
They see other children at 
school, and Mrs. Palmer takes 
the eldest boy in to cub scout 
meetings. And they’re usually so 
busy that there is never time to 
do all there is to do. 


Living close to nature, they 
have an opportunity to learn 
the more basic lessons of life. 
They learn the simple laws of 
cause and effect, and they find 
that a certain amount of work 
produces certain things. Being 
free of conflict and tension, they 
have a chance to develop a more 
basic sense of values, values 
that are often obscured by the 
complexities of city life. 

In the country they are cared 
‘for as individuals and are not 
lost in the crowd. For this rea- 
son, their parents believe that 
their lives are richer, less frus- 
trated, and that they grow up 
with a deeper “sense of being.” 

Although these youngsters 
probably miss a lot of concerts, 
art exhibits and other cultural 
assets of the city, the Palmers 
do not believe their children 
will grow up without culture. 
They believe that their rural 
school is a good one, and that 
the smaller classes make for 
more individual attention and 
personal contact with the 
teacher. And they believe too 
that a child can receive more 
real culture through close con- 
tact with his parents than he

Red Devil’s Food Cake 
Prized Old-Fashioned Dessert 


By AGNES REASOR OLMSTEAD 
Often a food editor can tell by the trend of her telephone calls 


Within the past month, we 
have had a mild deluge of this 
“Please print a really good red 
devil’s food cake made the old- 
fashioned way with chocolate, 
soda and buttermilk.” It has 
been a long time since such a 
cake has appeared here, and I 
am in agreement that there is 
nothing better than a good 
butter-rich red devil’s food 
cake. 

Most devil’s food cakes are 
made with cocoa* rather than 
chocolate, the tendency being to 
call a chocolate cake chocolate, 
a cocoa cake a devil’s food. But 
the terms have been confused so 
long that it doesn’t seem to 
make much difference. 

Since an excess of soda is 
one of the factors in producing 
that desirable reddish color, 
often sweet milk and soda give 
better results than buttermilk 
and soda. Here are both 
versions. You can add & few 
drops of red food coloring to 
intensify color, if you wish. 


DEVIL’S FOOD CAKE 
% cup butter or other shortening 
4 cups brown sugar 


eqzs 
” 9 boiling water 
3 squares unsweetened chocolate 
 eups sifted cake flour 
teaspoon baking powder 
teaspoon soda 
teaspoon salt 
4 cup finely chopped walnuts (op- 
tional ) 


1 teaspoon vanilla

Cream butter thoroughly, add 
sugar gradually, and cream un- 
til light and fluffy. Add beaten 
eggs, mixing well. Pour boiling 
water over chocolate and stir 
over low heat until smooth and 
thick. Cool and add to the 
shortening, sugar and egg m1ix- 
ture. Mix well. Sift flour, soda, 
baking powder, and salt to- 
gether three times and add nuts. 
Combine milk and vanilla. 
Alternately add dry and liquid 
mixtures, beating well after 
each addition. Turn batter into 
two greased and wax paper- 
lined layer pans and bake at 
375 degrees for 25-30 minutes. 
Fill and _ frost 
frosting and decorate top of 
cake with chopped nuts. Makes 
two eight-inch layers.

Effects of frostbite, from the 
slightest chilblain to gangrene 
or death of the frozen member, 
are virtually identical with the 
effects of burn, from the slight- 
est reddening of the exposed 
portion of skin to blistering 
(second-degree burn) or de- 
struction cf tissues (third-de- 
gree burn). 

The pathological process in- 
volved in frostbite or burn is 
failure of the circulation, which 
is first restricted or choked, by 
overfilling of the invisibly fine 
arteries and capillary spaces 
with blood and stagnation. Thus 
the vital cells get only a fraction 
of the oxygen they must have in 
order to remain alive and func- 
tion. 

This slowing or stagnation of 
circulaticn, whether in sunburn 
or freezing, favors thrombosis 
or clotting of blood in the min- 
ute vessels of the affected area. 
Thrombosis completely shuts 
off blood supply. Gangrene or 
death of the cells or tissues en- 
sues when the tissues are de- 
prived of oxygen for more than 
a few seccrds. 

One with this __ scientific 
knowledge of the pathology of 
frostbite or freezing can hardly 
accept the peculiar theory on 
which the old timers based the 
treatment of frostbite or freez- 
ing with applications of snow, 
ice, slush, or cold water or by 
keeping the victim out in the 
cold even when the comfort of 
indoor warmth and artificial 
heat is available. 

This notion that more freez- 
ing is good for the freezing one 
has already suffered should be 
placed in the museum next to 
the superstition of drowning 
the “third time down,” or the 
one that the proper treatment 
for a person rescued from sub- 
mersion is rolling on a barrel 
—provided you have a suitable 
barrel at hand. 

The sensible first-aid treat- 
ment of frostbite, tried and 
found uniformly effective by 


Stefansson (The Friendly Arc- 


tic) is merely holding a warm 
—if you have a warm hand 
with you—upon the blanched 
spot and perhaps gently knead- 
ing, but not rubbing, with the 
fingers. This is as effective 
here at Lome as it is in the po- 
lar regions.

Book Paints 
Beauties of 


Dried Flowers 


By YOLANDE GWIN 


The time has passed when a 
homemaker plunged flowers in 
vases, piled fruit in bowls and 
said, “Oh, well, flowers and 
fnuits are pretty anyway so you 
don’t have to fix them!” 

Today that same homemaker 
is more conscious of the fruits 
and flowers and is realizing 
that arrangements are an art. 
This art is being revived with 
such interest, enthusiasm and at 
such a fast tempo that home 
libraries are filling with books 
on the subject. 


The latest to be written, and 
certainly one which will hold 
an undisputed place among the 
“how to do” volumes is “An 
Eighteenth Century Garland” 
by Louise B. Fisher, which will 
be released next month by its 
publisher, Colonial Williams- 
burg. 

The author, a charming 
Southern lecturer and authority 
on horticulture, is reviving an 
18th century fad of using dried 
arrangements. She has written 
a valuable and interesting book 
dealing with arrangements for 
the home for all seasons of the 
year, as well as delving into the 
historical background of many 
of the flowers and their connec- 
tion with the charm and the re- 
stored buildings of Williams- 
burg. 

Written in an easy style, the 
book is for the amateur as well 
as the professional. To read the 
book, which is not only instruc- 
tive but thoroughly interesting 
and informative—from a his- 
torical standpoint ... one dis- 
covers that Mrs. Fisher does not 
follow any set rule nor solemn 
directives in her method of 
flower arranging, but uses her 
own judgment, combined with 
an expert knowledge of the cus- 
toms of the past. She explains 
what she uses and why thus 
her descriptions of her methods 
for making dried arrangements 
is of particular interest. 

She says of dried 
flowers and grasses: 

“Not too many years ago a 
dried flower arrangement was a 
rather drab affair and used in 
few homes. Today with the use 
of colorful pressed branches of 
leaves and properly preparea 
flower materials, it can be a 
thing of beauty. It is still not 
comparable to fresh flower ar- 
rangements but in these days of 
high prices, few can afford such 
bouquets during the Winter 
months.” 

Mrs. Fisher’s book is beauti- 
fully illustrated with photo- 
graphs by Thomas L. Williams 
and the foreword is by Richard- 
son Wright. Mrs. Fisher ap- 
proaches her subject with a 
practical attitude, thereby 
reaching and inspiring every 
garden lover and homemaker. 
The book will be published Feb. 
12, priced at $3.75.

Presents Sketch 
Before Pattern 


Behind a Paris-designed gar- 
ment there is usually a dummy. 
Behind the dummy, which is 
made of muslin, there is a 
pattern. And behind the pattern 
there is a drawing. 

Now: if you’ll come behind 
the scenes of one of the big 
Paris fashion salons for a 
moment, we can better explain 
how this operation develops. 

Let’s assume that you are 
about to have a dress designed 
and made for you in the Paris 
salon of Mme. Elsa Schiaparelli, 


First a sketch of the sug- 
gested design will be made 
and presented for your ap- 
proval. Then a pattern will be 
drafted fro-n the sketch. This 
is where the dummy enters 
the picture. 

The pattern is made up first 
in muslin. This model will 
be completed in every detail, 
even to buttons, pockets, etc., 
so that during fittings, altera- 
tions or changes can bé made 
without affecting the basic de- 
sign. Finally when the muslin 
model (or dummy) has reached 
a state of absolute perfection, in 
the opinic.. of both you and the 
design-r, it will then be trans- 
ferred into the fabric you have 
chosen for your dress. 

This method of designing and 
dressmaking is the best illustra- 
ted in an original design from 
Schiaparelli. The fabric is 
printed honan on a natural 
background, stippled in gold. 
The skirt, also typical of French 
workmanship, is lined with 
stiffened net to give the soft 
fabric bedy and character. The 
bedice has a surplice neckline 
that fits hizgh around the neck 
with short sleeves cut in one 
with the ,odice. Slit pockets are 
placed lew on the skirt and di- 
rectly in front. 

This procedure of making 
a complete dress in muslin 
and then transmitting the de- 
sign into another fabric prob- - 
ably seems tedious and un- 
necessary. Perhaps to an ex-. 
perienced seamstress this is 
true. 

However, for a woman just 
learning to sew, it could save 
her a lot of ‘mishaps with ex- 
pensive fabric. In addition she 
would feel less hesitancy in in- 
dulging some of her own de- 
signing ideas on a piece of mus- 
lin than she would on brocade, 
for ‘instance, and, furthermore, 
she would be getting the “feel” 
of working with fabric.
